BEOFFREY of Monmouth, a Be- 
J nedictin Monk in the Reign of King 
Henry l. compoſed a famous Latin 
Hiſtory of Britain; which word he 
derives from Brutus, Great Grand- 
30 ſon of Eneas, who with his Trojan 
cCompanions, after ſeveral Migra- 


N tions, came and took Poſſeſſion of 
Albion, and by expelling the ſavage, gigantick Race 


of Cham, ſettled the Ifland, and were the Founders of 
the Britith People, 
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2 U De RIAA Of SCOL and. 
The Monks of Scotland diſdaining to yield this 
Point of Antiquity, and fabulous Glory of high De- 
ſcent, give to their Countrymen a more antient Ori- 
ginal by 400 years, deriving them from the old Kings 
of Egypt, in the following Manner. 8 
There was a certain Prince, named Gathelus, the 


Son of Cecrops King of Athens; and this Gathelus. 


being baniſhed for his wild Exploits in Macedonia, got 
together a Number of young Men, of the ſame Diſpoſi. 
tion, with whom he fled into Egypt ; and coming thi- 
ther in the 23d Year ot Pharaoh Orus, was kindly re- 


ceiv'd of that King, who deſt*d his Aſſiſtance againſt 


the Ethiopians, who had invaded the Realm of Egypt, 
and penetrated as far as Memphis. 

Gathelus, in Return for his favourable Reception, 
went againſt the Ethiopians, under Moſes the Captain- 
General of the Army; and having obtain'd the Vic- 
tory, as alſo conquer'd Saba; for theſe, and other his 
valiant Acts, he * in ſuch Eſteem with Pharach, 
that he gave him his Daughter, Scota, in Marriage. 

Being advanced by this honourable Alliance, and 
— ehoredy the City of Thebes, he lived all the 
Days of Pharaoh (his Father-in-law) in great Reſpe& ; 
but after that King's Deceaſe, Pharaoh. the Grandſon, 
(who fo cruelly tormented the Iſraelites with Taxes 


and Bondage) had no Regard to Gathelus, or his 


Service; upon which, he being warn'd by Moſes of 
the Plagues that ſhould happen to the Egyptians, pre- 
ared to remove into ſome other Country; and took 
his Wife and Children, with a great Number of 
Greeks and n and hoiſting Sail, departed out 
of the River Nile, in the Year of. the 
World's Creation 2453, when he had dwelt in Egypt 
thirty-nine Years, | 


After ſome Trouble in the Voyage, they arriv'd firſt 


on the Coaſt of Numidia, one of the Regions of A- 
frica, ſince call'd Barbary ; bur being diſſodged from 
chence by a ſtout Reſiſtance of the Inhabitants, they 
landed in a Part of Spain, now calPd Portugal; from 
whence, after they had conquer'd thoſe People, they 
removed to the North of Spain, and there built a City 
in Galatia, naming it Brigantia, which is now Com- 
poſtella - 
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Here Garhelus taking upon him the Title of King 
{at upon his Marble Stone, and deviſed and ordained 
Laws; and becauſe he would have his People known 
by one Name, he gave Commandment that they ſhould 
be called Scottiſhmen, from his Wife Scota; But 
when he perceiv'd that they multiply'd ſo faſt, that 
the Country was not able to ſuſtain them, and under- 
ſtanding there was an Ifland lying North, over-againſt 
Spain, wherein there were but few Inhabitants, he 
cauſed all his Ships to be brought together, into an 
Haven near Brigantia, and there commanding a great 
Army to be aſſembled, he appointed his two Sons, 
Hiberus and Himecus, (by his Queen Scota) ro conyo 
them over into that Ifland, which from Hiberus too 
the Name of Hiberaia, now Ireland- 

Their firſt Arrival in Ireland was in the Haven of 
Dundalk, where landing, they incamped themſelyes 
near the Shore, and then ſent ſome of their Party to 
learn what Sort of People inhabited the Country; who, 
upon their Return, brought ſeveral with them, which 
Hiberius finding to be very ſimple, viz. ſuch as lived 
upon Milk and Herbs, and other the like Things, as 
the Earth by Nature brought forth, he and his Bro- 
ther Himecus uſed them with Gentleneſs, and by 
that Means won them, and all that dwelt thereabour, 


who came in willingly, and ſubmitted themſelves with 


Gladneſs, 

When things were thus ſettled, Hiber left his Bro- 
ther Himecus the Government, and returned to Spain, 
where finding his Father dead, he ſucceeded, to the 
great Rejvycing of all the People there. 

Ihis Hiber being a Man of great Courage, and more 
civen to War than his Father was, conduer'd all the 
Pordering Cities and Towns; fo that the Scots and 
Spaniards, in a few Years after, by Marriages, and 
other Contracts, became one Nation. 

The Succeſſion of Kings continu'd in Hiber's Poſte- 
rity many Years, among which, Metellus, Hermo- 
neus, Ptolemeus, Hibertes, and Simon Brechus, were 
of moſt worthy Fame, as is recorded by ſuch as have 
written the Hiſtories of that Nation more at large. 

While Affairs were thus ſettling in Spain, the 
Scotchmen under the Government of Himecus in Ire- 
fand were much troubled by the former Inhabitants;

At their firſt coming they divided themſelves into 
Tribes, every one of which had a Governor, or 
Chief, under whom they continued many Years, with- 
our Trouble of Wars, or Invaſions; and in that Time, 
2 People of Germany, (who were called Picts from the 
painting and colouring, their Faces) came and ſettled 
in another Part of Albion, which is now call'd the 
Orkney Iflands ; from whence, afrer ſome Time, they 
ferry'd over into Cathneſs; where, afterwards in- 
creating, they poſſeſs d themſelves of Roſs, Murray, 
Mernis, Angus, Fife and Lothian, and drove from 
thence the Britons. | 

Theſe Picts enter'd Scotland about the Year-of the 
World's Creation 3633, and afterwards wanting Wives 
to maintain their Stock and Progeny, they required of 
the Scotchmen a Number of Women to marry, that 
thereby an Alliance might be had betiveen both Na- 


tions; and that, if Need required, they might the bet- 


ter defend each other from their Enemies, the Britons 


and Romans. | _ | 
This being granted, the Affinity between the Scots 


and Picts increaſed, to the common Benefit of both 


Nations, and great Love and Friendſhip was maintain'd 
among them; but at length, the Britons perceiving 
ſame Grudge, or Envy ariſen between them, ſent Em- 
baſſadors to the Pigs, declaring, tha: it were more 
honourable for them to join in League with the Bri- 
tons, than with the Scots; which the Picts at laſt 
agreed to, and ever after fought how to quarrel with 
the Scots, mak ing broclamation, that no Scotchman 
ſhould enter their Borders upon Fain of Death. 

One Nation ſecking thus to be revenged of the other, 
there enſued open War betwixt them; whereupon 
the Scotch ſent an Embaſſador to their Kinſmen in 
Ireland, requeſting their Aſſiſtance againſt the Picts 
and Pritons, who ſought their Deſtruction, and were

Ferquhard, who was then King over the Scots in 
Ireland, receiv'd the Embaſſage kindly, and having 
raiſed à great Army, Wr his Son Fergus to be 
General, and ſent with him the Marble Stone, chat he 
might the better hope to reign there. 

When Fergus came into Albion, they aſſembled a 
Parliament in Argyle, where it was agreed, withihe 
Conſent of the whole People, that he ſhould be King, 


and ſo he was accordingly crown*d upon his Marble | 


Stone, being the firſt of the Scottiſh Nation that ever 
rul'd in Albion, as Governor of the entire Society, 

The Form of the Stone on which King Fergus was 
crown'd, (and on which, as *tis ſaid, the Patriarch 
Jacob reſted his Head in the Plain of Luz) is ſome- 
what triangular, the Colour bluiſh, mixt with red 
Spots, and ng broken, reſembles a Pebble. 

This Stone fiſt carry'd to Brigantia, and from 
thence through Ireland to Scotland, as before noted, 
it was there, by King Kenneth, incloſed in a Wooden 
Chair, in the Year of Chriſt 850, and placed in the 
Abbey of Scone, where the Scottifh Kings were gene- 
rally crowned; but in the Lear 1297, when King 
Edward I. of England had vanquiſhed John Baliol 
King of Scotland, he carry'd the Chair, with their 
Crown and Scepter, into England, where he offered 
them to the Shrine of King Edward the Confeſlor ; 
and ever ſince, the Chair has been uſed as the Throne, 
on which the Kings of England are inaugurated. 

This antient Coronation-Chair, which is now placed 
in the Abbey of Weſtminſter, is in Form very plain 
2nd low, the Back and Sides of ſolid hard Wood, and 
under the Sear, which is a 4 by four Lions, 
lies the aforeſaid Stone, on which was ingraven this 
Diſtic, |

Douglas Duke of Queenſberry, her Majeſty's High 
Commiſſioner for Scotland; and according to the firſt 
Article, it was agreed, That the two Kingdoms of 
England and Scotland ſhall, upon the firſt Day of May 
1797, and for ever after, be united in one Kingdom, 
by the Name of Great Britain ; and that the Enfigns 
Armorial of the ſaid united Kingdom be ſuch as her 
Majeſty ſhall appoint, and the Croſles of St. George 
2nd St, Andrew be conjoin'd in ſuch Manner as her 
Majeſty ſhall think fir, and uſed in all Standards, Ban- 
ners, Flags, and Enſigns both at Land and Sea. 

And by the 22d Article, That ſixteen ſhall be the 
Number of Peers to fit and vote in the Houſe of Lords, 
and Fortyfive Repreſentatives of Scotland in the Houſe 
of Commons, in the Parliament Great Britain. 

Queen Ann dying on Sunday the firſt of Auguſt 1714 
at Kenſington; the Privy Council immediately met, and 
gave Orders to proclame George, Duke of Brunſwick 
and Ele&or of Hanover, King of Great Britain, &c. 
(as on the th he was in Edinburgh, and the 6th in 
Dublin) perſuant to an Act of the Britiſh Parliament, 
ratifying and confirming the Treaty of Union between 
the two Kingdoms of England and Scotland, wherein 
it is concluded, That the Succeſſion to the Monarchy 
of Great Britain, after her Sacred Majeſty Queen 
Ann, and in Default of Iſſue of her Majeſty, {hall re- 
-wain and continue to the Moſt Excellent Princeſs 
Sophia and the Heirs of her Body, being Proteftants 
Fo that the {aid Priaceſs Sophia dying x Herenbavſen, 
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$ June 1714, a few Days before Queen Ann aged near 
84 Years, his Electoral Highneſs George beforemen- 
tioned, her eldeſt Son, became King of Great Britain.

ther to Harold King of England, by her left two Sons, 
Guelph and Henry. |

Shame be to him that Evil thinks, was given by King 


Edward III. Founder of that Moſt Noble Order, when 
he firſt aſſerted his Title to the Crown of France in his 
Mother's Right, who was Iſabel Daughter to Philip 
the Fair, and Siſter to Charles IV. who died without 
Iſſue. He then cauſed the Arms of France to be quar- 
tered with the Lions of England, but placed the Fleurs 
de Lis firſt, to induce the French more eaſily to own 
the Engliſh Title; but ſince the Union with Scotland 
they are placed in the 2d Quarter. And by an Article 
of the ſaid Union it was concluded, that the Croſs of 
St. George which is Gules the Field Argent, and the 
Croſs of St. Andrew which is Argent the Field Azur 
be 22 when uſed in Standards or Flags at Lan 
and Sea.

The Earldom of Cheſter was given by William the 
Conqueror to his Nephew Hugh Lupus, Son to his 
Siſter 3 and from him the ſaid Title, and Privileges 
thereto belonging, deſcended in Blood unto John, ſur- 
named Le Scor, who was the 8th Earl thereof. His 
tother was Maud, eldeſt Siſter and Coheir to- Ranulph, 
ſurnamed Blundeville, who in 1232 was Earl of Cheſ- 
ter, and died without Iſſue. His Father was David 
Earl of Galloway in Scotland, and Huntington in Eng - 
land, Brother to William the Lion King of Scotlaud ;' 
and the ſaid John Le Scot marrying Helen, Daughter 
to Lewellin Prince of Wales, and dying in 1244 with 
out Iſſue, King Henry III. the ſame Year (giving the 
Aunts and next Coheirs of the ſaid John Le Scot other 
Lands in lieu thereof) ſeized the ſame and annexed it 
to the Crown, and afterwards ſtiled his Son Prince 
E lward Earl ot Cheſter 3 who becoming King of Eng- 
land, by the Name of Edward I. joined the County 
of Flint to that of Cheſter, ſince when they have 
been united to the Principality of Wales. 

But theſe Princes were not created by Patent till the 
19 of Edward III. when that King by Letters Patent, 
dated at Pontefract the 18th of March 1344, created his 
eldeſt Son Edward, Prince of Wales, Duke of Adui- 
tain, and Earl of Chefter and Flint, and inveſted him 
ia the {aid Principality, with theſe Enſigus of Honour, 
namely, a Chaplet of Gold, a Gold Ring, and a Vezg2 
or Sc2p"re of Silver. |

in Company, gave him a Blow, with many reproach- 
ful Words; which was ſuch an Affront, that Sir Wil- 
Ham challenged the ſaid Spenſer, and for refuſing to 
fight him, he killed him the next Day. 

The Friends of Sir William, knowing Spenſer's

James, the zd Lord Hamilton, was one of the Privy 
Council to King James III. and in 1474 marrying the 
Princeſs Mary, eldeſt Siſter to that King, and Widow 
of Thomas Boyd Earl of Arran, by hex had James his 
Succeſſor, and a Daughter named Elizabeth; whica 
Daughter being married to Matthew Stewart Earl of 
Lenos, by him was Granmother of Henry Lord 
Darnley, Father of King James VI. the firſt Monarch 
of Great Britain.

James, the third Lord Hamilton, who ſucceded 
his Father on the 6th of November 1479, being one 
of the Priyy Council to King James IV. was by him 
ſent into England to negotiate the Marriage between 
that King and the Princefs Margaret, eldeſt Daughter 
of King tenry VII. and having concluded the March, 
it was {olemnized in the moſt pompous Manner ; for 
which the King gave him the County or Iſland of 
Arran, and created him Earl thereof; the Preamble 
of his Patent is as follows :

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In 1512 he was ſent with a conſiderable Force to the

Taines the 4th Lord Hamilton, and zd Earl of Ar- 
ran, was in 1543 declared by the three Eſtates of the 
R2alin, Tutor to the young Queen Mary, and Regent 
of the Kingdom during her Minority, as alfo declared 
next immediate Heir to the Crown, failing the Queen

On the 10th of September 1547, he commanded the 
Scots Army at Pinkey, near Muſſelburgh, but was de- 
feared by the Duke of Somerſet Regent of England; 
the Scots loſing 14, 00 {lain and 1500 taken Priſoners, 

He was afterwards one of the Knights of St. Michael 
and by Henry II. of France created Duke of Chatelravc 
in Poitou, to him and his Heirs about the Year 1550 I 
but neither he nor his Deſcendents ever injoyed the 
Duchy, a French Family having been in Poſſeſſion of 
it ever ſince. 2 | 

This Duke, in that great and diffcult Office of Re- 
gent, gain'd the Eſteem of all the Scots Nation; for 
tho he had been declared next Heir ro the Crown, if 
the Oueen died without Iflue, and Protector during 
her Minority, vet he reſigned the Regency to the 
Queen Mother, at the Defire of the young Queen and 
Parliament; ſo that it appeared he was not ambitious 
of Power, except when his Service might contribute 
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to the Proſperity of the Kingdom, which he gene- 
rouſly preferred to his own private Intereſt: But in 
1571, for his great Adherence to Queen Mary and Zeal 
for her Cauſe, he ſuffered both Impriſonment and 
Forfeiture, hn] 

He married the Lady Margaret Douglas, Daughter 
of 2 the 4th Earl of Moreton, and dying on the 
22d of January 1573 by her left four Sons and three 
Daughters, whereof Ann the eldeſt was firſt married to 
Alexander Lord Gordon, and then to James Lord 
Fleming; Joan was married to George the 5th Earl of 
Huntley ; and Chriſtian to the Earl of Eglinton. © _. 

Of the Sons, James dying without Iflue, John ſuc- 
ceded his Father; David never married; and Claud 
Lord Paſely was Anceſtor to the Earl of Abercorn. 

John the 3d Earl of Arran, whoſe Eſtate and Titles 
were forfeited with his Father as aforeſaid, to avoid 
the Storm that threat ned him, fled on Foot in a Sea- 
man's Habit into England, from whence he eſcaped into 
France; and notwithſtanding the Troubles he met 
with, he ever continued faithful to the Queen and her 
Cauſe; of which her Majeſty was ſo 1 that 
when Sentence of Death was paſt upon her in England 
ſhe took a Ring off her Finger, and giving it to one of 
her Servants, ordered him to. carry it to her Couſin 
Lord John Hamilton, and tell him, that was all ſhe 
had to witneſs her great Senſe of his Family's con- 
ſtant Fidelity, and their Sufferings for her Intereſt; 
and defired it might be kept in the Family, as a lait- 
ing Evidence of her Kindneſs; and the ſame is pre- 
ſerved to this Day with a ſuirable Rerard, 

In the Reign of James VI. he was reſtored to all the 
Titles and Eſtates, loſt either by the Attainder of him- 
ſelf, or of James Earl of Arran his Father; and was 
alſo made one of his Majeſty's Privy Council, Go- 
vernor of Dumbarton Calle; and in 1599 created 
Marquis of Hamilton, being the firſt in Scotland who 
bore that Title. The King made him frequent Viſits 
at Hamilton Houſe, and treated him with the ſame Re- 
ſp2& that the Queen his Mother had done the Duke o 
Chatelraud, frequently calling him Father.

On 13 lune 1716, Lleutenant General Macartney, 
Second to the Lord Mohun, took his Trial on Account 
of this Duel, betore Lord Chief Juſtice Parker. Co- 
lonel John Hamilton, Second to the Duke, who depo- 
{ed before the Privy Council in the Queen's Time, 
that he ſaw Macartney pive the Duke his mortal 
Wound, now retra&ed, and only ſaid he ſaw his Sword 
over the Duke's Shoulder. The Falſehood even of this 
appeared by the Evidence of the two Parkeepers, who 
ſtood firm to their former Depoſitions; That they had 
taken away the Swords of the two Seconds when they 


came up to relieve the two Lords. And one of then 


depoſed, that he had been offered by the Lord Bolin- 
brook two handfuls of Gold, and a Place of One hun- 
dred Pounds a Year, if he would ſwear Macartney 

The Falſity of the Colonel's horrid Accuſation ap- 
peared alſo from the Coroner's Inqueſt, and the unani- 
mous Depoſition of ſeveral noted Surgeons, that tho the 


Duke had many Wounds, that through his Right Arm 


was itſelf a mortal one, and by all agreed to come 
from Lord Mohun. The Silence alſo of the Colonel 


at the Place of AgQion, and where they both remained 
ſome Time to help their Principals, was an unanſwer- 
able Objection to his own Evidence, and fixed upon 


him an infamous Character, either for charging an in- 


nocent Man with Murder, or ſuffering hiin to eſcape 


when it was in his Power to ſecure him. Under this 
Juſt Imputation Colonel Hamilton lived obſcurely the 
reſt of his Days, becoming ſo odious to all Men of Ho- 
nour, that hz was obliged to ſel his Company in the

This Duke was born at Rotterdam in Holland the 

th of April 1649, and bore the Surname of Crofts til 
his Marriage with the ſaid Lady Ann Scot, who was 
eſteemed a moſt accomplitht Perſon and a very great 
Fortune: and hence it came to paſs, that he had alſo 
the Titles Duke of Bucclugh, &c. and took the Sur- 
name of Scot, according to the Uſage.of Scotland in

He was bred up chiefly at Paris, under the Eye of 
the Queen Mother, and the Government of Thomas 
Roſs, Eſy; and was fo beautiful a Youth, and had fo

In July 1662 he was brought into England, his Mo- 
ther being then dead, and was received by the King at

On the 5th of April 1681 he was elected a Knight of 


the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter ; and upon the 
Removal of James Duke of Monmouth was appointed 
Maſter of the Horſe to his Royal Father, in which 
Oxice he continued till that King's Death. 

In the Reign of King William his Grace ſerved in 
Flanders and was Aid de Camp to his Majeſty; and in 
October 1714, the iſt of George I. he was appointed

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of Scoti in Plaiſence in Italy, the Riari-Scoti in Bono- 
nia, the Mari-Scoti in Mantua, the Baroni-Scoti in 
Florence; and the Paperoni-Scoti in Rome; and in 
St. Laurence's Church in Plaiſence, the Family have 
twelve Monuments 

In Muſcovy and Sweden there have been ſeveral 
eminent Men of this Family: And the City of Dant- 
zick in Poland, being relieved by one Douglas a Scotſ- 
man, they ere&ed a triumphal Arch in Commemora- 
tion of that great Action, which to this Day is called 
Douglas-Port or Gate, and the Suburb without it, 
Little Scotland; and they alſo enacted, that a Man 
born in Scotland ſhould for ever have the Freedom of 
Dantzick as much as a Native. | 

In France this Family hath obtained great Com- 
mands and Titles; for one of the Name who was Earl 
of Wigton in Scotland, was by Charles the 5th of 
France, made Duke of Turenne in that Country for 
his Service in the Wars againſt the Engliſh, and ano- 
ther was Count de Longville. | 

About the Year-1329 there were in Scotland of this 
Name, five Earls at one Time, namely, Douglas, An- 
zus, Ormond, Murray and Wigton; fince which we 
are to add the Duke of Douglas, the Duke of Queenſ- 
bury, and Duke Hamilton who 1s likewiſe a Douglas ;

Their Beginning is traditionally derived from one 
Sholto, a ſwarthy Man, which, as thoſe Words are 
ſaid ro ſignify both in Britiſh and Iriſh, was Don Glas;

and the Year of Chriſt 770, being the principal Man

Chances of Peace and War; and thereby atchieved the 
antient and paternal Coat of Arms of his Family, be- 
ing Pearl, a Man's Heart Ruby, enſigned with an Im- 
perial Crown proper, 
This Sir James, in his Journey to FE 1330, 
was accompanied by Sir William Sinclair and Sir Ko- 
bert Logan, two famous Knights, whom he took for 
his Companions; and as they paſſed through Spain, he 
joined the King of Arragon againſt the Sarazens, and 
obtained the Victory in ſeveral Battles: After which 
he travelled with his Companions to the Holy. Land, 
where he buried the King's Heart with great Solemnity 
and Reverence at the Holy Grave, and there joined 
the Chriſtians againſt the Turks and Sarazens: but in 
his Return to Spain, he again joining che King of Ar- 
ragon againſt the Infidels was flain with his brave 
Companions on 26 Auguſt 1331; and thus ended the 
Noble and Valiant Sir James Douglas, who may be 
numbered among the moſt famous Warriors of that 
Age; for he is ſaid to have been in 50 Battles and 
Rencounters with the Engliſh, and 13 ſeveral Times 
victorious againſt the Turks and Sarazens, and all in 
the Space of 24 Tears. e 75 | 
This renowned Perſon was ſucceded by Hugh his 
Brother; but he leaving no Iſſue in the Year 1343 
reſigned the Lordſhip of Douglas in Fayour of Sir 
William, his Nephew, the Son of Archibald Lord 
of Galloway, who in 1333 was Alain at the Battle of 
Halidonhill.

he was created Marquis of Tullibardin and Duke o 
Athol, as on the 7rh of February following he was 
elected a Knight of the Thiſtle ; and in 1706, when the 
22d Article of the Union came to be debated concern- 
ing the Number of Repreſentatives for Scotland in 
the Parliament of Great Britain, his Grace thought fit

Battels, at Tippermore, Alford, Innerlocky and Kilſyth; 
but on his advancing from Edinburgh with deſign to 
ftreapthen the King, he was met at Philiphaw near 
Selkirk Major General Leſley, who was detached 
from the cors Army in England to oppoſe his Pro- 
fuels and in a Bartel fought there on 13 Septem- 

er 1645, the Marquis was totally defeated, himſelf 
eſcaping to the Highlands with very great Loſs. 

is Blow gave ſuch a fatal Wound to the King's 
Intereſt in Scotland that his Majeſty ſent poſitive Or- 
clers to the Marquis by a particular Meſſenger, to lay 
down his Arms on a certain Day appointed, and to 
leave the Kingdom by the firſt Opportunity» He re- 
ceived theſe Commands with obedient Submiſſion, 
and accordingly tranſported himſelf into France in 
Auguſt 1646. At Paris he ſolicited Cardinal Maza- 
rine for Supplies to aſſiſt the King, but in vain; and 
Jo retired to Bruſſels, where he heard of the King's 
tragical Death. Being equally deſirous of ſerving King 
Charles II. he, by his Majeſty's Permiſſion, waited on 
him at the Haguc, but the King being then ingaged 
with the Scots Commiſſioners, who were deputed from 
the Kirk and Council to treat about the Terms of his 
Reſtoration, ke found it difficuk to comply with any 
Propoſal of the Marquis, who was not only attauned 
by Parliament, and excommunicated by the Kirk, bur 
alſo as odious to the Hamiltonian Party as to the 
Prefbyterians. The King however granted him a 
Commiſſion to raiſe what Money and Soldiers 
could to make a Diyerſion in Scotland, notwithſtand-

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ing the Dependence of the Treaty, which was then 
repo RR. . a.

Accordingly the Marquis having procured a Supply 
of Money from Denmark and Sweden, he got together 
five hundred Men, with Arms and Ammunuion, which 
he ſent from Hamburgh to one of the Orkney Ilands, 
and immediately followed with about one hundred Of- 
ficers, in April 1630. From thence he landet in Cath- 
neſs with his Regiment, and after ſecuring a certain 
Caſtle, he ſent about to his Friends to come and join 
him. He publiſhed a Manifeſto, declaring That he 
© had a Commiſſion from his Majeſty to protect his 
good Subjects, but with no View to interrupt the 
© Treaty with the King at Breda, that he expected ra- 
© ther to haſten the Concluſion thereof by virtue of 
© this Expedition, and if the Treaty fucceded, he was 
© ready and willing to diſband his Forces on the firſt 
© Orders from his Majeſty.” 

The Parliament then fitting at Edinburough w 
aſtoniſht to hear of his Landing in that Juncture wit 


the King's Commiſſion. Whatever was pretended, it 


too plainly appeared, that the Deſign was not to pro- 
mote the Treaty, but to obſtruct it, by forcing the 
Parliament to deſiſt from thoſe Conditions which they 
thought neceſſary for the Safety of the Kingdom. They 
were alſo the more alarmed as the Marquis had for- 
merly been very ſucceſsful, and with his Highlanders 
and Iriſh Forces had uſed his Advantages with great 
Barbarity: Therefore immediate Orders were ifſued 
out for aſſembling 6000 Men under General Lefley ; 
and in the mean Time Colonel Strahan was detached 
with three hundred Horſe, in order to reſtrain the 
King's Priends from riſing. This had the defired Ef- 
fe& ; for whether through fear of being ſurprized by 
the Cavalry, or becauſe Leſley was advancing with a 
greater Power, the King's Adherents did not offer to 
appear; and thoſe Highlanders who, out of Affection 
to the Marquis and his Cauſe, had joined him, were 
but indifterently armed, and worſe diſciplined ; fo 
that his diminutive Army could make no Progreſs, 
eſpecially as it was compoſed with Soldiers of different 
Re, and in a barren Country Strangers to each 
ether, . ; 
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Strahan, according to his Inſtructions, was extreme- 
ly dijigent, and after a long March, came up with the 
Maryuis before he was expected. On the firſt Arrack 
the Highlanders retreated, and forfook their Noble 
Chief with as much Haſte as they joined him; the 
Foreiners ſtood their Ground, but after ſome Re- 
ſiſtance were defeated and made Priſoners : the Mar- 
quis being obliged to fly, pur on the Habir of a peor 
Countryman, and after wandering ſeyeral Days in Diſ- 
guiſe, he took Shelter in the Houſe of Mr. Macleod 
of Aflynt, in the North of Rosſhire.This Gentleman 
was inclined to protect him till a Ship might be procu- 
red to make his Eſcape ; but whether through tear of 
concealing him, or for the promiſed Reward ſome 
other People diſcovered him, he was ſoon apprehended 
and conducted to General Leſley, who immediately 


ſent him to Edinburough- 


The Parliament then ſitting his Lordſhip was re- 
ceived in a Sort of Triumph by the Magiſtrates and 
People. As he ſtood excommunicated and outlawed 
he was called only by the Name of James Grame; and 
no Regard being paid to his ;Dignity, he was carried 
to the common Gaol. A Day or two after being 
brought before the Parliament, the Lord Chancellor, 
E= Earl of Lowdon, made a Speech upon that Occa- 
ion, wherein he charged him with Apoſtaſy, in 
breaking the Solemn Covenant of the Nation; that he 
had rebelled againſt God and the Kingdom, by intro- 
ducing and Joining with the Iriſh Forces, and others, 
whereby he was guilty of many horrid Murders, Trea- 
{ons and Impieries ; for all which the Divine Providence 
had at length brought him to ſuffer a moſt juſt Puniſh- 
ment; that therefore he was on the Morrow, being 21 
May 1650, to be hanged at the Croſs on a Gibber 


thirty Foot high, for the Space of three Hours ; then to 


be beheaded and quartered, and his Head fixt on the 
Tolbooth Priſon : If he repented, and was abfolyed of 
Fxcommunication, his Body might be buried in 
St. Giles's Church, bur otherwiſe it ſhould be buried 
in the Place where he was to ſuffer.

Forces for his Service, in order to his Reſtoration, he 
with ſeveral other Lords was ſurprized at Eliot in 
Angus by the Engliſh, and ſent Priſoner to the Tower 
of London, where he ſuffer'd a tedious Impriſonment, 
till the Reſtoration 1660, whereupon in Conſideration 
of his Loſs and Suffering his Majeſty was pleaſed to re- 
ſtore him to the Treaſurer's Office.

on the Conclulion of the Union, was elected one of 
the Sixteen Peers for Scotland, to fit in the firft Par- 
ſiament of Great Britain; being likewiſe in April 
1-08 made Major General, and again choſe one of the 
Sixteen Peers for North Britain.

In 1740 he had the Com- 
mand of the Second Troop of Horſe Grenadier Guards, 
aiter which he was Colonel of the Royal Scots Dra- 
200ns.

THE Right Honorable Charles Hay Earl of Errol, 
Baron Hay of Slanes, and Heretable High Con- 
ſtable of Scotland, | 
Created Baron Hay of Slanes, and Earl of Errol in 
the County of Perth, 17 March 1452 by James II. 
This Noble Family is of antient Extraction, and 
likewiſe famous on Account of their Riſe and Arms; 
for in the Reign of Kenneth III. and the Year 980 
when the Danes had invaded Scotland, and prevailed 
in the Battel of Lancarty near Perth, the Scots were 
worſted and gave Way; and in their Flight through a 
narrow Paſs were ſtopt by a Countryman and his two 
Sons, who incouraged them to rally and renew the 
Fight ; telling them, it was better and more honorable 
to die in the Field fighting for their King and Coun- 
try, than to fly and be afterwards killed by the merci- 
leſs Danes; and upbraided thoſe who would fly like 
Cowards, when all lay at Stake : The more timorous 


ftood ers many of the ſtout Men, who fled more 
- 


by the deſertion of their Companions, than want of 
Courage, joined with the Old Man and his Sons to 
ſtop the reſt, till there was a good Number together: 
The Countrymen, who were armed with only what 
their Ploughs furniſhed, leading them on and return-

mote the ſaid Hay and his Sons from the Rank of Þle- 
beians to the Order of Nobility, he aſſigned them a 
Coat of Arms, which was Argent, three Scutcheons 
Gules, to intimate that the Father ani rhe 'two Sons 
had been the three fortunate Shields of Scotland.

The Origin: of this noble Family is Hungarian, ta- 
king their Name from the Caſtle of Leſley in that 
Country; but are fince diſperſed into many other 
Nations, fo thar there are few Countries in Europe, 
wherein ſome of them have not raiſed their Charac- 
ters, and borne confiderable Offices and Honours; 
and the Family is now ſo increaſed in Number and 
Honour, that beſides the Earl ot whom we are ſpeak- 
ing, there is the Earl of Leven, the Lord Lindrofg, 
and the Lord Newark; tho it muſt be obſeryed, that 
this Family of Rotheſs is now paternally of the Name 
of Hamiton, as hereafter will * | 

There were alſo at one Time General Officers 
of this Name, to three ſeveral crowned Heads; Count 
Walter Lefley to the Emperor; Alexander Earl of 
Leven to King Charles I. of England; and David 
Leſley afterwards Lord Newark, to Guſtavus Adolphus 
King of Sweden. 

In the Reign of Charles I. there were likewiſe three 
Biſhops of che Name of Leſley in Ireland; whereof 
John, who was firſt Biſhop of the Iſles in Scotland, 
was Biſhop of Raphoe, and lived above 100 Years, 40 
of which he was Biſhop and died 1641, having been 
remarkably zealous in the Royal Cauſe; and heleaving 
two Sons, John and Charles, the eldeſt was Dean ot 
Dromore; and the youngeſt, who was Chancellor of 
the Cathedral of Conner, was Author of the Snake in 
the Graſs. 

There are at preſent ſeveral Counts of the Name in 
Germany, befide many Families in Scotland, France 
Moſcovy and Poland ; and one of this Name governed 
the Kingdom of Hungary, as the Emperor's Viceroy, 
he having ſome Time betore married that Emperor's 
own Daughter, 8 5 

The firſt of this Name in Britain, was Bartholdus 
Leſley one of the firſt Rank of Nobility in Hungary, 
who in the Lear 1068 Rn Margaret . 
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Wife of King Malcolm Canmore into Scotland; 


|. where his Services to that Princeſs were thought ſo 


conſiderable, that King Malcolm gave him his Siſter 
to Wife; and beſides many large Poſſeſſions which 
are ſtill in the Family, made him Governor of Edin- 
burgh Caſtle, as a peculiar Reward of Honour, for 
having firſt fortified it, and then bravely defended it 
againſt the King's Eenemies; ſoon after he was

In the Reign of — Mary the faid James fourth 
Earl of Moreton, who ſucceded his Father in Law, 
was one of the Privy Council, and by her Majeſty {ent 
Embaſſador into England, and made Lord High Chan- 
cellor of Scotland ; bur in the ſame Reign the Earl 
of Bothwell having a Deſign to murder Henry Lord 
Darnley, the Queen's Huſband, whereby to marry the 
Queen, and craving the Earl of Moreton's Aſſiſtance 
therein; the Earl, who abhorred ſuch a deteſtable 
Enterprize, left the Court and retired into the Coun- 
try, during which Time that ſcandalous and bloody 


Tragedy was acted; and many Years after he was be- 


headed for being privy thereto, tho he had no other 
Guilr in the Matter than concealing it. 

When the Earl of Bothwell had married the Queen 
it greatly alarmed the Nation, as ſuſpe&ing the Earl 
to be the Murderer of her former Huſband, and that 
by ſuch a Union the young Prince was in great Danger; 
whereupon the Earl of Moreron was one of the Nobi- 
lity who made an Aſſociation to preſerve him; and on 
the 29th of July 1567, which was the Day of his Coro- 
nation, took the Gath to the Infant King. 

In this new Turn of Affairs the Earl of Moreton?s 
Share was _ conſiderable; and he was ſoon after 
declared High Chancellor of Scotland, then High 
Admiral, Sheriff of the County of Edinburgh, and 
on 24th of November 1 572, Regent of the Kingdom 
during the King's Minority; but that being difagree- 
able z0 the other Party, who had the young King 4

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their Hands, they at length brought about his Ruin; 
for by accuſing kim as Acceilary to the Murder of the 
King's Father, he was thereupon ſent Priſoner to 
Dunbarten Caftle, from whence, on the 1ſt of June 
1581 he was brought to his Trial at Edinburgh, where 
he was found Guilty by his Peers, of being a Party in 
the ſaid Murder, by not revealing it when the Earl of 
Bothwell propoſed t to him and was ſentenced to be 
hanged and quartered z but by the Favour of the King 
he was the next Day beheaded at the Market Croſs ot 
Edinburgh, and what was remarkable, the Execution 
was performed by an Engine of his own inventing for 
that Uſe, called The Maideff, and was the firſt who

Barony of Caflils, which he obtained by Mary his 


Wife, the Daughter of Sir John Montgomery, and 
founded the Church of Maybole in Carrick.

Seton, who lived in the Reign of King Malcom III. 
1060, and was ſucceded by Secher his Son, who alſo 
inherited the Lands of Winton and Winſburgh, and 
was Father- of Alexander, whoſe Son Philip married. 
Alice, Daughter of Waltoff Earl of Dunbar, deſcen- 
ded from Goſpatric Earl of Northumberland, and by 
her had Sir Alexander his Son and Heir.

The firit of the Name of Levinſton is ſaid to be 
one of the Gentlemen that accompanied Queen Mar- 
garet, Wife of King Malccm Canmore, from Hun- 
gary to Scotland ; where, in the Reign of King 
David I. he got Lands in Weſt Lothian, which he 
called Levinſton, after his own Name; and was ſuc- 
ceded therein by his Son Thurſtan, the Father of 
Alexander, whoſe Poſterity injoyed the Barony of Le- 
vinſton above 400 Years, which was till the Reign of 
James IV. that Bartholomew Levinſton dying withour 
Ile, with him that Family became extinct. — 

Others with more Reaſon ſuppoſe Levinſton to be 
rather a modern Scots Name, both from the Termina- 
tion, which is ſo common in North Britain, and 
Levin, which is the Name of a Town, Lake and 
River, in Fifeſhire, Perthſhire and Lenos.

aud the Independence of Scotland, and neyer lepvig 
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Fleming, Earl of Wigton. 229 
his rightful 8 till he had ſet the Crown upon 
his Head, his Majeſty, in Recompenſe for that ſignal 
Service, and his other Merit, rewarded him with the 
Baronizs of Lenzie and Cumbernald in the County of 
Stirling, and with ſeveral other Donations; in all 
which he was ſucceded by his eldeſt Son Malcom; 
and Sir Patrick the 2d Son, marrying the Daughter 
and Coheir of Sir Simon Fraſer of Oliver Caſtle in 
Twedale, with whom he had the neighbouring Barony 
of Biggar in Clidſdale, his Deſcendents thereupon 
placed the Arms of Fraſer into the Atchievement of 
their own Family, 

Malcom, who ſucceded, was a Perſon in great Favor 
with King Robert I. who, in Memory of his Father's der- 
vices, and his own Merit, made him a Grant of divers 
Lands in Galloway; as alſo made him Sheriff of that 
Province, and Governor of Dunbarton Caſtle ; in both 
which Offices he was ſucceded by a Son of his Name; 
which Son had the Tuition of ha young King David 
aud his Royal Conſort committed to his Charge in the 
aforeſaid Caſtle, and afrerwards waited on his Majeſty 
imo France. 

le had likewiſe the Honour, after his Return from 
France, in thoſe evil Times, to ſhelter and protect 
Prince Robert Stewart of Scotland, afterwards King 
Robert II. from his great Enemy Edward Baliol, who 
hid uſurped the Crown from King David: But when 
he King's Affairs took a more favorable Turn, by 
Baliol's loſing the Sovereignty, he was ſent again into 
France to attend King David home, in the Year 1342. 

In 1346 he attended the ſaid King David to the Bartel 
of Durh im, where with his Royal Maſter he was taken 
i: iſoner ; but being ſoon after releaſed was one of the: 
Commiſſioners, who ia 1354 were appointed to treat 
with the Engliſh at Newcaſtle about the King's Re- 
de nption; which being concluded, Thomas his Gran- 
on was one of the Hoſtages for thz Ranſom, and aſter- 
wards ſucceded to the Fleming Eſtates. 

Which Thomas received 2 new Charter of his Lands 
ſrom the aforefaid King; but having no Iſſue, he in 
his old Age refigned to Sir Malcom Fleming of Biggar, 
the Barony of Lenzie; which was ratified to him by a 
Charter under the Great Seal.

Sir Malcom who was next Heir, being a Perſon of 
opulent Fortune, made no ſmall 1 Ta in the Time he 
lived; and was ſucceded by David his Son, who at the 
Bartel of Otterburn, or Chevy Chace, 1388, ſignalized 
his Valour in a diſtinguiſhing Manner; where the 
brave James Earl of Douglas, and many other gallant 
Men were lain, * | 

In the Year 1495 he was knighted, and ſent Embaſ- 
ſador to England; and atterwards, for his good Service 
there, he had a Grant of divers Lands in Carrick in 
the County of Ayr, with the Barony of Caver, and 
Sheriftship of Roxburgh ; and he marrying to his firſt 
Wife Margaret, Daughter of Sir David Barclay Lord 
of Brechin, by her had a Daughter Mary, who was the 
Wife of William Maul of Penmure, Eſc; and by Iſabel 
his ſecond Wife, who was Heireſs to the Baron of Mo- 
nycado, he had a Son Sir Malcom who ſucceded him. 

He married Lady Elizabeth, Daughter of Robert 
Stewart Duke of Albany; and after his Return from 
England, being one of 1 Hoſtages for King James I. 
he was barbaroufly murdered, with the Earl of Douglas 
and his younger Brother, by the Contrivance of the 
Lord Chancellor Crighton, in the Caſtle of Edinburgh: 
He left by the ſaid Lady his Wife, one Son Robert his 
Heir, and a Daughter Mary. 5 

Sir Robert, who ſucceded, being a Perſon much in 
Favor with King * 2 II. was by him raiſed to. the 
Degree of 2 Lorc 
Jane, Daughter of James Earl of Douglas, by her ha 
Malcom his Heir apparent, and two Daughters, Beatris 
and Elizabeth, of which the eldeſt was married to 
James Lord Levinſton. 

Malcom, who was Heir apparent, dying in his Father's 
Lifetime, left by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter of James 
Lord Lew inſton, John his Son, who in 15; c fucceded 
his Granfather ; and being an accompliſhr Gentleman 
was by James V. ſent Embaſlzdor to France, and after 
his Return, m:de Lord Ch:mberlain of Scotland. 

He married Eupheme, Daughter of John Lord Drum- 
mond, and by her had Malcom his Son and Heir, who 
by the aforeſaid King was alfo conſtituted Lord Cham- 
berlain, which Office he held to his Death ; and being 
flzain| at the Bartel of Pinkie or Muſſelburgh in 1547, 
left by Janet his Wife, natural Daughter —_— 
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James IV. two Sons and five Daughters; of which lanet 
was married to John, * Maſter of Leviaſton ; Margaret, 
firſt to Robert, Maſter of Grame; 2dly, ro Thomas, 


Maſter of Erſkine ; and laſtly, ro-John Stewart Earl 
of Athol , Mary to Sir William Maitland of Liding- 
ton; and Elizabeth to Robert Lord Crighton : And of 
the Sons, which were James and John, rhe eldeſt ſuc- 
ceded his Father, and by Queen Mary was conſtituted 
Lord Chamberlain during Lite. | 
He was alſo, by that Queen, made Guardian of the 
Faſt and Middle Marches towards England; and when 


the Marriage was to be ſolemnized between her Ma- 


jeſty and rhe Dauphin of France, he was one of the 
Peers whom the Parliament ſent over upon that ſolemn 
Occafion ; and dying ſoon after at Paris, leit by Bar- 
bara his Wife, Daughter of James Hamilton Duke of 
Chattelraud, a Daughter named Jane, who was firſt 
married to John Scot Lord of Thirleſtan, and after- 
wards to Gilbert Kennedy Earl of Caſſils; but this 
Lord leaving no Male Iſſue, his Eſtate and Honour 
came to John his Brother, who by the aforeſaid Queen 
was continued in the Office of Lord Chamberlain, and 
made Governor of Dunbarrton Caſtle. 

He married Elizabeth, Daughter and ſole Heir to 
Robert, Maſter of Roſs; and dying in 1572 by her 
et Iſſue John his Succeſſor, and three Daughters; 
which John, by the Favor of King James VI. was crea- 
ted Earl of Wigton; and he marrying Lillie Daughter 
or John Grahme Earl of Montroſe, * her had two 
Sons and five Daughters; whereof Jane was married 
co Tames Cambel Maſter of Loudon ; and of the Sons, 
—_ were Joan and James, the eldeft was Heir to his 
ather. 

John, the ſecond Earl, who ſucceded in 1619, mar- 
riéd Lady Margaret, Daughter of Alexander Earl of 
Lichgow, and by her had john his Heir, Sir Willi 
„ho was Gemleman Uſher to King Charles I. — 
Chamberlain of the Houſehold to King Charles II. and 
teveral Daughters ; of which Eleanor was married to 
David Earl of Wemys, and Ann, firft to Robert Lord 


Boyd, and after to George Ramſay Earl of Dalhuſie.

Earl of Dumferlib, two Sons, John his Heir, Charles, 
and a Daughter Mary. | 

John, who ſuceeded, married firſt a Daughter of 
Alexander Lindſay Earl of Belcarras, and by her had 
one Daughter; ſecondly, he married Lady Mary Keith 
Paughter of William Keith Earl Marſhal, by whom he 
had one Daughter, Lady Clementine married to Charles 
Elphinſton, Efq; fecond Son of Charles Lord Elphin- 
ſton ;, to his third Wife he rcok Miſs Lockhart, Daugh- 

er of George Lockhart of Carnwath, Eſq; but had no 
Iſſue by either. | 

He was one of thoſe Noblemen committed to Edin- 
burgh Caſtle at the Beginning of the Rebellion 1715, 
but was ſoon after diſcharged without Trial.

THE Right Honorable Thomas Lyon Earl of Strath- 
more, Lord Glamis, and Kinghorn- 

Created Lord Glamis in the County of Forfar, and 
Kinghorn in the County of Fife, by Robert II. and 
Ear} of Kinghorn, 10 July 1606, the 39th ot James VI. 
which Title was changed to Strathmore in Sutherland, 
ſoon after the Reſtoration of Charles IT. 

The Origin of this noble Family is ſaid to be the 
ſame as that of Lyon in France, which derives itſelf 
trom the noble Houſe of Leoni at Rome, a Branch 
whereof came from France into England with William 
the Norman 1066, and from thence in 1098 to Scotland 
with King Edgar, the 4th Son of Malcom III. 

This Lyon was a great Favorite wich that Prince; 
and tor ha good Services he had done againſt Donald 
Baue, the Uſurper, had a Grant of conſiderable Lands 
in Perthſhire, which from him received the Name ot 
Glen Lyon. 

Afterwards John de Lyon obtained a Grant from 
King David II. of the Barouies of Forteyior and Fer- 
gundeny in the {aid County, with Drumgawan and 
others in the Shire of Aberdeen, and the Grant was 
confirmed by King Robert II. 

Sir John Lyon, the Son of the {aid John, was com- 
monly called The White Lyon, from his Complection, 
and was Secretary to the ſaid King Robert II. who in. 
the Year 1379 granted him the Thanedom of Glamis in 
Forfarſnire, and not long after preferred him to be 
Great Chamberlain of Scotland. 
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234 Lyon, Earl of Strathmore, 

He alſo advanced him to the * of à Lord of 
Parliament, by the Title of Lord Glamis, and gave 
him in Marriage the Lady Jane Stewart, his third and 
youngeſt Daughter, by Elizabeth Mure, his firſt Wife, 
together with the Barony ot Kinghorn in Fifeſhire, 
and from that Match his Family had the Honour to 
ſurround their Arms with a double Treſſure. 

In Privilege of this Marriage he had likewiſe ſeve- 
ral Grants of Lands from the Crown, ro which he 
made a large Addition by the Purchaſe of many Baro- 
nies, and was alſo made Governor of Edinburgh 
Caſtle during Life, and Lord Chancellor of Scotland. 

In 1382 he was ſent Embaſlador to England; but in 
his Return, having the Misfortune to quarrel with 
Sir James Lindſay of Crauford, was by him moſt bar- 
barouily murdered at the Moſs of Baſhall, which was 
highly reſented by the King, who ordered the Corpſe 
to be buried in the Abby of Scoon. 

By the ſaid Lady Jane his Wife, the King's Daughter, 
he left an only Son ſohn, who being very young, theKing 
his Granfather took him under his Royal Patronage, 
ſtrictly forbiddiug any to harm him, under the higheſt 
Penalty the Law could inflict. 

Which John, the ſecond Lord Glamis, married Lady 
Mary, Daughter of Parrick Grahme Earl of Strathern 
and ing was buried among the Kings at Scoon, lea- 
ving by the ſaid Lady Patrick his Son and Heir who 
ſucceded. 

This Patrick the third Lord was one of the Hoſtages 
ſent into England 1421 for the Return of King James I. 
and thereaſter was made one of the Privy Council to 
King James II. and Maſter of his Houſehold z and he 
marrying Iſabel, Daughter of Alexander Ogilvy of 
Auchterhouſe, purchaſed the Lands of Backie, Cardean 
and Drumgly, and was buried at Glamis, leaving three 
Sons, of which Alexander the eldeſt ſuccede, and 
was the fourth Lord. | 

Which Alexander married Agnes, Daughter of Wil- 
liam Lord Crichton Chancellor of Scotland; but he 


dying in 1487 without Iſſue, his Eſtate and Honour 


deſcended to his Brother John Lyon of Courteſton. 


John the fifth Lord Glamis was one of the Privy 


Council to King James IV. by whom he was -made 


Juſtice General of Scotland; and he marrying Mar-

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garet, Daughter of Sir John Scrimzer Conſtable of 
Dundee, purchaſed the heretable Office of Crowner for 
the Counties of Forfar and Kincardin; and dying int 
Year 1479 left by the ſaid Margaret his Wife, John 
his Heir, David, and a,Daughter named Chriſtian, 
who was married to William Hay Earl of Errol. 

John, the fixth Lord Glamis, married Elizabeth, 
Daughter of Andrew Lord Gray, and Heir to the Line 
of Lord Foulis; by whom he had two Sons, and a 
Daughter of her Name who was married to John, 
Maſtzr of Forbeſs; and of the Sons, which were

was, with his Mother, wrongfully accuſed of Treaſon, 

Which John, the niath EE married Lady Jane 
Keich, Daughter of Wil iam Earl Marſhal, by whom he 
had John his Succeſſor, Sir Thomas Lyon of Auldbar, who 
was Lord Treaſurer of Scotland, and a Daughter na- 
med Margaret, who was firſt married to Gilbert Ren- 
nedy Earl of Caſſils, and ſecondly to John the firſt 
Marquis of Hamilton. 

John who ſucceded his Father, was the tenth Lord, 
and for his great Parts and Learning, was in 1575 
con{titured Lord Chancellor of Scotland. 

He married Elizabeth, Daughter of Alexander Aber- 
netty of Salton, by whom he had Patrick his Heir 
and ſeveral Daughters; whereof Jane was firſt marrie 
to Robert Lord Douglas, Heir apparent to William 
Earl of Moreton, ſecondly to Archibald Douglas Earl 
o Angus, and laſtly, to Alexander Lindſay Lord 
Spinzy; and Elizabeth was the Wife of Patrick Lord 
Cray: And the ſaid Patrick her Brother, who was 
Heir to his Father, being a Perſon much in Favor 
wich King James VI. was made Captain of his Guard, 
one of his Privy Council, and Lord Treaſurer of Scot- 


land, and in 1606 was created $arl of Kinghorn. 
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236 Lyon, Earl of Strathmore. 


This Patrick, firſt Eart of Kinghorn, married Lady 


Ann, Daughter of John Murray the firſt Earl of Tul- 
libardin ; and dying at Edinburgh in 1615 by her left 
three Sons, and a Daughter of her Name, who was 
married to William Hay Earl of Errol; and of the 
Sons, which were John, James and Frederick, John 
the eldeſt ſucceded his Father. . 
Which John, the ſecond Earl of Kinghorn, marry- 
ing to his firſt Wife Lady Martha Daughter of ha 
Erſkin Earl of Mar, and after her Deceaſe Elizabeth 
Maul Daughter of Patrick Earl of Penmure, by the 
latter had Patrick the third Earl of Kinghorn, and a 
Daughter of her Name, who was married to Charles 
Gordon, the firſt Earl of Aboyn ; thereafter to Patrick 
Lord Kinnaird, and laſtly ro Captain Alexander 
Grant: She died in the Year 1638. 

Which Patrick, who in 1649 ſucceded his Father, 
and was the third Earl of Kinghorn, with the Conſent 
and Approbation of Charles II. changed his title 
from Kinghorn to Strathmore, and was one of the 
Privy Council in that Reign, as alſo in that of King 
James VII. likewiſe one of th 
Seſſion; and he marrying Lady Ellen Middleton, 
D wghter of John Earl of Middleton, by her had tuo 
Sons and two Daughters whereof Griſel was married to 
David Ogilvy Earl of Airly; and Elizabeth to Charles 
Gordon, the ſecond Earl of Aboyn; and after his De- 
ceaſe to Patrick Lord Kinnaird ; and of the Sons, 
which were John and Patrick, the eldeſt ſucceded his 
Father in his Honours- 

This John, the ſecond Earl of Strathmore, who in 
1695 ſucceded his Father, was one of the Privy Council 
to Queen Ann; and he dying in 1712 left by his Wife 
the Lady Elizabeth Stanhope, Daughter to Philip Earl 
o Cheſterfield, four Sons and two Daughters; of which 
the Lady Ellen was married to Robert Stewart Lord 
Blan yre; and of the Sons who were John, Charles, 
James and Thomas, the eldeſt ſucceded his Father. 

Which John, the third Earl of Strathmore, being 2 
Party concerned in the Rebellion 1715, under the 
Command of John Earl of Mar, was killed in rhe 
Bartel of Dumblain ; whereupon his next Brother 
Charles took the Title, who married Lady Suſanna 
Cochran, Daughter of John Earl of Dundonald ; ** 
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he being accidentally killed at Forfar in 1723 by james 
3 of Finhaven, James the third Brother — 
Heir to the Eſtate and Honour, who dying in 1734 
was ſucceded by Thomas the youngeſt Brother, then 
Member in Parliament for the County of Forfar ; who 
in 1736 married Miſs Nicolſon an Heireſs in the Coun- 
ty of Durham, by whom he had two Sons, one born in 
1727, and the other in 1738.

created Vicount of Strabane in 1701, the 12th of 
William III. The Title of Baronet was given by 


Charles I. 


The Deſcent of this noble Family is to be found un- 
der the Title of Duke Hamilton, and that James the 
fourth Lord Hamikon and Earl of Arran, who was 
by King Henry II. of France created Duke of Chatel- 
raud, marrying the Lady Margaret Douglas, Daughter 
of James the third Earl of Moreton, by her had four 
Sons, James, John, David and Claud; whereof the 
eldeſt dying without Iſſue, from John the ſecond de- 
ſcended the Dukes of Hamikon, and Claud was An- 
ceſtor to the Earls of Abercorn. 

In 1553 he was promoted ro be Comme ndator of the 
Abby of Paiſley, upon the Reſignation of John Arch- 
biſhop of Sr. Andrews, which was ratified and ap- 
proved by Pope Julius III. And upon the break in 
ont of the Civil War, he adhering to the Intereſt of 
Cneen Mary, was by her conſtituted one of the prin- 
cipal Commanders ot her Army at the Bartel of Lang- 
fide by Glafgow, 1568, where he performed the Part 
of a brave and valiant Officer, though the Queen was 
defeated ; and reſolutely perſiſting in her Service his 
Eſtate was thereupon forteited, and continued in other 
Hands, till in 1585 King james VI. was pleaſed to re- 
ſtore the Jong, injured Family of Hamilton; and in 
Teſtimony of the great Senſe he had of that Gentle- 
man's Loſs and Sufferings for his 3 to the ſaid 
Queen, created him Lord Paiſley as aboveſaid. 

He married Margaret, Daughter of George Lord 
Seton, and by her had four Sons, and a Daughter of 
her Name, who was married to William Marquis o 
Douglas; and of the Sons, which were James, Claud, 
George and Frederick, the latter, who ſerved under 
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Guſtavus Adol yy Fro a Regiment in the Wars 
af Ireland in the Reign of King Charles II. was Pro- 
genitor of the Vicount Boyne in that Kingdom. 

Sir George, the third Son, was very ſerviceable to 
King Charles the Firſt in the ſaid Wars, as he was 
alſo to King, Charles II. being then a Captain of 
Horſe, and afterwards a Colonel of Foot; and Claud 
the ſecond, was Progenitor of the Family of Eliſton, 
he being the firſt Branch thereof. 8 

James, the eldeſt Son of the ſaid Claud and Margaret 
Seton his Wife, being a Man much in Favor with King 
james VI. was by him made Gentleman of his Bed- 
chamber, and created Earl of Abercorn; and he 
marrying Mary, Daughter of Thomas Lord Boyd, by 
her had ftve. Sons and two Daughters; whereof Ann 
was married to Hugh Lord Sempil. 

Of the Sons, which. were James, Claud, William, 
George and Alexander, the youngeſt was knighted, 
and was Father of Count Hamilton in Germany;

This Family, according to Hiſtory, was a Branch of 
chat of Macdonald; for Alexander Macdonald obtain- 
ing from the Family of Argyle the Lands of Menſtry in 
the County of Clakmanan, where he fixed his Reſi- 
dence, his Deſcendants thereafter took the Surname of 
Alexander. 

In, the Reign of James V. Andrew Alexander of 
Menſtry, marrying a Daughter of the Family of Grahme,

Created Baron Bruce of Kinloſs in the County of 
Elzin 8 July 1604, and Earl of Elgin 21 June 1611, 
both Scots Honours, by James VI. |

T HE Right Honorable Robert Dalzel Earl of Carn- 
wath, and Lord Dalzel. . 

Created Lord Dalzel in 1628, and Earl cf Carnwath 
in the County of Dumfries 1639, by Charles J. 
This noble Family was of great Antiquity in Clidſ- 

dale, and intermarried with many worthy Families 
there, before they moved to the County of Dumfries, 
where they ſettled; and Mr. Niſbet, the noted Herald, 
gives the following Story concerning the Origin ot 
their Surname. 

In the Reign of Keneth II. a near Kinſman and Fa- 
vorite of that King being hung up by the Picts, it fg 
excedingly grieved his Majeſty, that he offered a great 
Reward to any of his Subjects that would venture to 
reſcue his Corpſe; but none would undertake that 
dangerous Enterprize. At laſt a certain Gentleman 
came to the King, and ſaid, Dalzel, which in the 
Iriſh or old Scots Language is, I dare: And he effectu- 
ally performing it to the King's Satisfaction, his Poſte- 
rity took for their Surname the Word Dalzel ; and for 
their Armorial Enſign, that remarkable Bearing, which 
has been continued to the preſent Time. 

In the Year 1365 Sir Robert Dalzel, who faithfully 
adhered to King David Bruce during his Ca tivity in 
England, obtained a Grant of the Barony of Selkirk; 
and Sir Dalzel his Succeſſor, having a Gift from 
King Robert III. of the Revenue belonging to St. Leo- 
nard's Hoſpital, within the Town X Lanerk, was 
therein ſucceded by Walter his Son, from whom, after 
ſeveral Generations, deſcended Robert Dalzel of that 
Ik, who firmly adhered to Queen Mary in all her 
3 and in 1508 was killed by the Lord Max- 
well.

In 1708 he was elected one of the ſixteen Peers for 
Scotland in the ſecond Parliament of Great Britain, 
as he was in every other Parliament till he died. In 
1719 he was made one of the Privy Council, and Ge- 
neral of the Foot in Flanders, where in 1712 he ſerved 
under James Butler, Duke of Ormond. 

In 1714 he was appointed Gentleman of the Bed- 
chamber to King George I. and likewiſe Governor of 
Virginia: In the Beginning of the next Reign he was 
promoted to the Rank of Field Marſhal, and Governor 
of Edinburgh Caſtle. 

He married Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter of Sir Ed- 
ward Villiers, and Siſter to Edward Earl of Jerſey, b 
whom he had three Daughters; Lady Ann the eldeſt 
was married to William Obryen Earl of Inchiquin in 
Ireland; Frances to Sir Thomas Lumley Sanderſon, 
Knight of the Bath, afterwards Earl of Scarburough ;

He was likewiſe by King William appointed Sheriff 


of the County of Berwick, High Commiſſioner to the 


Parliament, one of the extraordinary Lords of Seſſion, 
Lord Chancellor of Scotland, a Commiſſioner of the 
Treaſury and Admiralty, and created Earl of March- 
mont; and in 1702 he was appointed by Queen Ann 
her Majeſty's High Commiſſioner to the General Aſ- 


ſembly of the Church, and one of her Privy Council. 


This great Earl married Griſel, Daughter of Sir 
Thomas Ker of Cavers, and by her had three Sons and 
four Daughters; whereof Lady Jane was married tro 
James Sandilands Lord Torfichen, and Lady Griſel to 
George Baily of Jerviſwood, Eſq; And of the Sons, 
who were Patrick, Alexander and Andrew, the young- 
eft was knighted, and the eldeſt, who in 1698 had s 
Honour to fit and vote in Parliament as Lord Treaſurer 
of Scotland, died before his Father without Iſſue. 

Alexander the ſecond Son, who was then one of the 
judges of Seſſion, ſucceding as Lord Polwart, reſigned 
his Office as a Judge, and was ſucceded by his Brother 
Sir Andrew Hume of Kimargham.

mony by George Earl of Orkney, and Charles Earl of 
Orrery, two Knights of that Order.

On the 25th of January 1718 he made his Publick

Created Baron Salton in Eaſt Lothian by James II. 
and ſo granted and confirmed by Charles I. 

About the Year of our Lord 807, in the Reign of 
Achaius King of Scotland, Pierre Fraſer, Seigneur de 
Troile, came in an Embaſſy to Scotland from Charle- 
main King of France, and married Euphemia, only 
Daughter of Raham, King Achaius's great Favorite 
and their Children the Fraſers were ſertled in Twed- 
dale or County of Pebils. 

In the Reign of Malcom III. called Canmore, 
Alexander Fraſer was Donator to the Abby of Kelſo, 
as was alſo Simon Fraſer in the Reign of Malcom IV. 
called the Maiden, about the Year 1157» | 

Bur ſince the Year 1214, in the Reign of AlexanderlI. 
there is a diſtinct Account of the Fraſer Family from 
Father to Son, and their ſeyeral Marriages, that is, of 
the Predeceſſors of the Lord Salton, who when Lairds

King David II. in his Wars with the Engliſh, abeut 
the Year 1344, convocating his Subjects to Bartel, the 
Earl of Lenox ſent his ſecond Son Donald with ſuch 
Forces as his Duty obliged him, and coming to an In- 
gag ment, where the Scots gave Ground, this Donald 
taxing his Father's Standard from the Bearer, and 
valtancly charging the Enemy with the Lenox Men, 
the Fortune of the Bartel changed, and they obtained 
the Victor, : Whereupon every one adyancing and re- 
p21 ting their Acts, as the Cuſtom was, the Kiug de- 
clared they had all done valiantly, but that there was 
one ameng them who had na Pier, no Equal; upon 
which the {aid Donald took the Name of Napier, and 
had in Reward for his good Service the Lands of Goſ- 
field, aud other Eſtates in the County of Fife. 
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In 1450, and the Reign of King Tames II. Sir Alexa 
ander Napier of Merchiſton, being a Man of great 
Activity and Prudence, was made Controller of Scot- 
land, and <- ger III. Vice Admiral; and he mar- 
rying Elizabeth, a Daughter of Lauder of Hatton, by 
her had John his Son and Heir. 

John who ſucceded was Provoſt of Edinburgh; and 
being a Perſon of great Wealth and Reputation made

Sir Archibald who ſucceded was a Perſon much re- 
ſpected by King Tames VI. by whom he was knighted, 
and made Maſter of the Mint; and he marrying to his 
fir > Wife Jane, Daughter of Francis Bothwell, one of 
the Judges of Seſſion, by her had a Son named John J 
and by his ſecond, who was Elizabeth, a Daughter ot 
the Family of Mowbray, he had a Son named Alexan- 
der, and two Daughters; whereof Margaret was mar- 
ried to James Lord Ogilvy. 

John by the firſt Wife, being wholly inclined to 
Reading and Study, arrived to very great Knowlege in 
ſeyeral uſeful Branches of Literature, ſo that few 
equalled him in that Age; and his great Experience 
and Abilities in Mathematical Learning rendered him 
ſo eminent, eſp. cially his Legarithmick Tables, that 
they will ever be eſteemed as tne maſterly Product of a 
great Geſius. : 

This Gentleman, who died in 1622, in the 67th 
Year of his Age, marrying to his firſt Wife Margaret, 
Daughter of Sir Ja nes Stirling of Keir, by her $2 
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Sir Archibald his Heir; and by his ſecond who was 
Agnes, Daughter of Sir James Chiſholm of Cromlis, 
he had five Sons and ſeveral Daughters.

This Thomas Lord Fairfax married Helen, Daughter 
of Robert Aſk, Eſq; and dying in the 8oth Year of 
his Age, by her left rwo Daughters and five Sons, of 
which Ferdinand the eldeſt ſucceded. 

Which Ferdinand was, at the Beginning of the Ci- 
vil War, the Parliament's General for the aſſociated 
County of York. In December 1642 this Lord, bein 
intrenched at Tadcaſter, was attacked by the Earl o 
Newcaſtle whom he vigorouſly repulſed, and obliged 
him to retreat with Loſs. In January 1643 he routed 
Lord Byron wich his Iriſh Forces at Nantwich in Che- 
(hire, moſt of which he killed, and took Priſoner Co- 
lonel George Monk. In April 1644 he defeared Lord 
Bellafis at Selby, and took him Priſoner with fixteen 
hundred of his Men. In July following he commanded 
in the Main Battel with the Earl of Levin at Marſton 
Moor, where the King's Army under Prince Rupert 
was defeated, and thereupon took Poſſeſſion of York 
as Governor.

Daughters, The eldeſt Son Sir William, in September

and made five hundred Priſoners. In July 1644 he 
commanded the Right Wing of rhe Parliament Army 
a: Marſton Moor, which gained a complete Victory 
over th2 Royaliſts ; having alſo in the preceding April 
joined his Father in the Fight with Lord Bellaſis. 

In 1645, the 24th Year of his Age he was made Ge- 
neral in Chief of the Parliamen: Armies, which he 
commanded with great Succeſs; for in that Year he 
fought and totally routed the King at Naſeby, retook 
Leiceſter, beat Colonel Goring, took Bridgewater, 
Dartmouth, Briſtol, bear the Lord Hopron, forced the 
Prince of Wales to retire into Scilly and fo to France;

As for Tildelly, he and Lord Widrington were killed 
in the Fight with Colonel Lilburn 1651, when he 
routed the Earl of Derby in Wigan Lane: But this 
Lord Afton living retired till the King's Reſtoration, 
he then ſucceded to the Eſtate at Standon aforeſaid ;

In the Reign of Charles I. when the Civil War 
broke out in Britain, he returning to his Native 
Country entered in the Service of the Parliament of 
Scotland, who had taken the Covenant and raiſed an 
Army in Detenſe of their Liberties and Religion: He 
was made one of their Generals, and fo continued till 
the Defeat at Worceſter, | 

In 1643 the Scots Army under the Earl of Levin be- 
ing then in the Centre of England as Allies to the 
Parliament, this David Lefley, after the Battel of 
Naſeby, was detached with his whole Party of Horſe 
to opp Ae the Marquis ot. Montroſs, who having deſer- 
ted his old Friends was grown very formidable, and 
with an Army of iſh and Highland Scots was march=- 
ing into England to reinforce the King. The General 
met him at Philiphaw near Selkirk, where on 13 Sep- 
tember 1645, the Marquis was defeated with very 

xeat Loſs, and forced to retire abroad: And when 


the Marquis returned in the Lear 165", to make an 
Inſurrection for King Charles II. this David was com- 


miſſioned wich a good Body of Forces to reduce him; 
but Colonel Strahan making a quick March with fix or 
ſeven Troops of Horſe, the Marquis was routed before 
the King's Friends could join him, and being ſoon 
after taken Priſoner, General Leſley ſeat him to 


Edinburgh. 
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In 1650 the Independents in England having got the 
Supreme Power reſolved to exclude all the Royal Fa- 

mily. The Scots Parliament, who never joined in the 
Covenant with ſuch Intention, immediately declared 
for the King under certain Limitations, Hereupon an 
Army commanded by Oliver Cromwell was ordered to 
act againſt Scotland; for General Fairfax having refu- 
ſed all Concern in this Affair, Cromwell was made 
General in his Room. In july the Forces landed in 
Scotland where this General Lefley had an Army of 
27,000 Men, The Engliſh, not being able to draw the 
Ecors from their Intrenchments, loſt many of their Men 
by Skirmithing, and for want of Proviſion and Forage 
their Army was reduced to 12,900: Whereupon Crom 
well retiring towards Dunbar prepared to imbark his 
Infantry, and return with his Horſe into England. 

General Leſley perceiving this Motion left his Camp 
ana tolowed the Enemy cloſe, not doubting of a ſure 
and eaſy Victory: But Cromwell making a Stand, took 
à bold Reſolution to attack the Scots an Hour before 
Day on the 3d of September, when after a vigorous 
Viſpute Lefley was utterly defeated, loſing all his 
Cannon, and more than Half his Army, killed, woun- 
ded or taken; but the Fate of the Times was ſuch that 
no good General, even with an Exceſs of Numbers, 
could withſtand the mighty Cromwell. 

Ihe next Year being 1651 after young Charles was 
crowned at Scoon, a new Army was formed of about 
20,090 Men to try the King's Fortune in England, The 
;d of Sepremoer was again favorable to Oliver, for at 
\Vorceſter the Royal Army was _— vanquiſhed : 
Three thouſand were ſlain, and ten thouſand made Pri- 
{oners, The King fled, Lieut. General Duke Hamilton 
died of his Wounds, our Major General Leſiey was 
taken Priſoner with Major General Maſley, as were 
ſeven Scots Peers, three Enghth Peers, and 640 Offi- 
cers, beſide loſing the Royal Standard and 158 Colours. 

1his worthy Gentleman being committed to the 
Tower of London was there connned till the Reſtora- 
tion; when as a Return ior his Fidelity and Service, 
the King was pleaſed to create him a Peer, and ſent 
him alſo a Letter in theſe Words:

This Andrew went young into the 
French Service, where attaining ſeveral Degrees of

At the Reſtoration in 1660 he came over to England 
with a very honorable Teſtimony from the French 
King, and for his ſingular Service and Fidelity to the 
Crown, King .Charles II. was pleaſed to create him_a 
Peer of Scotland, by the Title of Lord Rutherford of 
Hunthill in the County of Roxburgh, and ſoon after 
Earl of Tevior, to him and the Heirs Male of his 
Zody; but being made Governor of Tangier he was 
unfortunztely flain by the Moors without Iſſue 1664, 


fo that the Title of Earl died with him; but that of 


Lord Rutherford, according to the Grant of the Pa- 
tent went to Sir Thomas Rutherford of Hunthill, who 
accordingly took his Seat in Parliament, and dying 
in 1668 without Iſſue, was ſucceded in the Honour by 
his Brother Archibald Lord Rutherford, who was ſuc-

ther he or his Succeſſors ſliould ever create any other 
Dignity, Degree, Name, Order or Title, nor ſhould 
give che Priority or Precedence to any Perſon or Per- 
ſons, under the Degree and Digniry of a Lord of Par- 
liament of Scoland, which ſhould be ſuperior or equal 
to that of a Baronet; and that their Wives, Sons, 
Daughters, and Sons Wives, ſhould have their Places 
accordingly : And that if any Doubt ſhould ariſe abour 
Rank and Prerogative, the ſame ſhould be decided 
according to thoſe Laws and Cuſtoms, by which other 
Degrees of heritable Dignities have their Privileges 
known and determined. And finally, that none ſhould 
be created Baronets, either of Scotland or Nova Sco- 
tia, till he had fulfilled the Conditions deſigned by his 
Majeſty for the Good and Increaſe of that Plantation, 
and had certified the ſame to the King, by his Maje- 
ſty's Lieutenant of the Province. | 

Theſe Patents, always in this Form, were regiſtred 
in the Book of Lyon King of Arms and the Heralds ; 
but after the ſelling of Nova Scotia to the French, 
they were made © ſhorter, and granted in general 
Terms, with the Rights and Precedencies of the for- 
mer Baronets, and are now become honorable Titles 
in Scotland, granted at the King's Pleaſure wichour 
Limitation of Number.“ 

The Armorial Bearing firſt granted by King Charles 
to this Order of Baronets, was a Scutcheon Ar- 
gent, a Saltire Azure, the Standard of St. Andrew 
counterchanged, ſurcharged with an Ineſchutcheon of 
the Royal Arms of Scorland, namely, Sol, a Lion ram- 
pant within a double Treſſure counterflory with Fleurs 
de Lis Mars, having, an Imperial Crown above the In- 
eſcutcheon, the whole incircled with the Motto, Fax 
Mentis honeſtz Gloria, and was appended to an Or enge 
Riband, and worn about their Necks, as Plate 87, N. 1. 
Afterwards there was a Creſt and Supporters added; for 
Creſt, a Branch of Laurel and a Thiſtle iſſuing from 
two Hands conjoined, one armed, the other naked» 
The Right Supporter was * Royal Unicorn; and that 
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on the Leſt a Savage or Wild Man proper, as Plate 875 


N. 2. and the Motto was, Munit hæc et altera Vincit; 


but by many of late the original Badge, without Creſt, 


Supporters, and Motto, hath been placed in a Canton 
or Shield of Pretenſe, as in Plate 87, N. 3 and 4.

The CRown, SCEPTRE, and SWORD, 
which by the Union Act are to be uſed no 
more, but kept in the Caſtle of Edinburgh, 


EHE firſt Crown of Scotland was a Circle 
of Gold given by the Pope to the Scots 
| Kings, for their Zeal in the Chr'ſtian 
Religion, in Imitation of ſuch a Circle 
worn by the Roman Emperors. Charles 

the Great, about the Year 800, added 
; another with Flowers de Lis to King 
Achajus, as a Token that France would always ſup- 
Fort the Scots Nation; but it was not till the Reign of 
James V. that in Imitation of England and France it 
was cloſed at the Top with a Globe and Croſs ; and as 
it now 1s, take the following Deſcription. 

Tis a Crown of Gold, inriched with precious Stones, 
Diamonds, Pearls, and curious Inamelings. Firſt, it 
is compoſed of a broad Circle or Fillet, to go round 
the Head, adorned with twenty two Stones, Topazes, 
Amethiſts, Garners, Emeralds, Rubies, and Hyacints, 
in golden Collets of various Forms; and between theſe 


are placed great Oriental Pearls, one of which is 
wanting. 


Secondly, 
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Secondly, Above the ſaid Circle is another ſmall 
one, formed with twenty Points, and ſet with the like 
Number of Diamonds and Saphires, alternately ; and 
on each Point is a large Pearl. | 

Thirdly, The upper Circle is raiſed with ten Croſſes 
Floree, each being adorned in the Centre with a ia- 
mond between four Pearls in croſs, ſome of which are 
wanting; and the Number remaining on the upper 
part of the Crown, with what are in the under Circle, 
and in the Croſs Paree, are fifty one; and thoſe Croſ- 
ſes Flory are interchanged with ten high Fleurs de 
Lis alternately, between the great Pearls on the Points 
of the ſecond Circle. | 

This is the Form of the Crown ſince the League 
made between Achaius of Scotland, and Charles the 
Great of France: It differs from other Imperial 
Crowns, for this is raiſed with Croſſes Flory alternately 
with Fleurs de Lis, whereas the Crown of France is 
raiſed only with Fleurs de Lis, and that of England 
with Croſſes Patee, alternately with Fleurs de Lis. 

The Crown of Scotland, fince King James the Firſt 
of England, hath been wrong repreſented by Herald 
Painters, Ingravers and others, after the Form of the 
Crown of England with Crofles Patee, whereas there 
is no other Croſs Patee, but that on the Mund or Globe, 
all the reſt being Floree. | 

Fourthly, The Crown of Scotland is thus cloſed: 
From the upper Circle procede four Aches, adorned 
with inamelled Figures, which meet and cloſe at the 
Top; ſurmounted with a celeſtial Globe of Gold, 
inamelled with Blue and ſeminated with Stars, croſt 
and inamelled with a large Croſs Patee on the Top 
adorned in the Extremities with a great Pearl, and 
cantoned with other four in the Angles, In the Cen- 
tre of the Croſs Patee, in the fore Part of the Crown 
is a ſquare Amethiſt ; on the other Side of the Croſs is 
a great Pearl, and below it on the Foot of the polar 
Part of the Croſs, are theſe Letters, J. R. V. by which 
it appears that King James V+ was the firſt who cloſed 


the Crown with Arches, and topt it with a Globe 
and Croſs Patee. 

Fifthly, The Tiara or Bonnet of the Crown was of 
Purple Velvet, but in 1685 it was changed to Crimſon, 
taced with Ermin, and adorned wich four *

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of Gold wrought and inamelled, with each a great Pearl 
Half an Inch Diametre, which appears between the 
four Arches. ; | 

On the loweſt Circle of the Crown, next aboye the 
Ermin, are eight ſmall Holes, two and two together 
In the four Quarters of the Crown, in the Middle 
Space between the Arches, to which are tied two Dia- 
monids and two precious Stones, The Crown is full 
nine Inches Diametre, and from the under Circle to 
the Top of the Croſs, fix Inches and a Half in 
Hight. Ir ſtands on a ſquare Cuſhion of Crimſon Vel- 
vet with Fringes, and a Taſſel of Gold at each Corner,

THE Stem of the Sceptre being Silver double gilt, 
with three Buttons or Nobs of the ſame, is of a 
Hexagon Form, and two Foot long. Between the farſt 
and ſecond Button is the Handle of the ſame Form : 
Between the ſecond and third Button there are three 
Sides ingraven : Upon that under the Virgin Mary, 
being one of the Statues on the Top of the Stem, 
there is the Leter J. Upon the ſecond Side under St. 
James, the Letter K. and on the third under St. An- 
drew, the Figure 5. On the Side between the J. and 
R. there are ingraven fourteen Fleurs de Lis; and on 
the Side between the Figure 5. and the Letter J. there 
are ten Thiſtles continued on one Stem from the third 
Bn:ton to the Capital. The three Sides under the Sta- 
tues are plain, but on the other three are Sacramental 
Cups, antique Ingravings, Meduſa's Heads, and Leaf- 
work, On the Top of — Stem is an antique Capital 
of Leaves imboſt; upon the Abacus of which there 
ariſe round the Stem three Statues : Firſt that of the 
Virgin Mary crowned, holding Chriſt in her Right 
Arm, and in her Left Hand a Globe with a Crols;

The double Treſſure counterflory was added by 
Charlemagne, when he entered into a League wit 
Achaius King of Scots, to ſignify that the French Lil- 
lies ſhould guard and defend the Scots Lion. And it is 
ſaid by Hopingius, that Charlemagne being then Em- 
peror and King of France, adorned the Crown of Scot- 
land with four Croſſes and four Lillies, in Memory of 
the Chriſtian Religion, and firm Fidelity of the Scots 
to the French Nation. 1 

The Royal Badges and Symbols of the Kingdom of 
Scotland are, a Thiſtle of Gold crowned, and the 
White Croſs of St. Andrew in a blue Field.

celebrating all the Feſtivals of theſe Orders, he ſet up 
their Arms and Badges over the Gate of his Palace at 
Lithgow, joining St. Andrew with them. 
Some Scots W1iters ever fond of Antiquity, not fa- 


tisfied with the Novelty of this Inſtitution, affect ro 


call it Moſt Antient as to its Derivation. Bur for this 
they have no better Warrant than the Dream of King 
Hungus the Pic, to whom St. Andrew making a Mid- 
night Viſic promiſed him a ſure Vidory over his Foes 
the Northumbrians; and the next Day St. Andrew's 
Croſs appearing in the Air, he made his Words good, 
and the Northumbrians were defeated. 

On this Story, as they ſay, King Achaius about the 
Year $00 framed the Order of st. Andrew, 700 Years 
before James V. revived it; but after ſo many Ages 
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ris remarkable that no foreign Teſtimonies or Authors 
are produced, no contemporary Vouchers to confirm 
or even mention it. They who dreamed one Part of 
the Fable forgot to dream the other, for we ought to 
have had a Copy of the Rules, Habits and Ceremonies 
of the Order, with a long Liſt of the Knights in ſo 
many hundred Tears; but as nothing of chat is pre- 
e the Whole muſt be rejected as a vain empty 
Fiction. 


And if Derivation be any Plea for Antiquity, the | 


Order of the Garter is an undeniable Conſequence of 
King Arthur's Round Table of twenty four Knights, 
which was deviſed and inſtituted about the Year 500, 
on purpoſe for Martial Exerciſe, being 300 Years be- 
fore the fabulous Account of Hungus and Achaius, 
and is the firſt Military Order of Knighthood any 
where upon Record; being alſo practiſed long after 
the Norman Settlement, till near the Time of the glo- 
rious N III. who founded the Moſt Noble 
Order of the Garter. 

As for the Thiſtle, which is the principal Badge in 
the Order of St. Andrew, it was rather tranſplanted 
from France than any Device of King James V. for 
the Houſe of Bourbon had formerly ſuch a Fraternity, 


called the Order of the Thiſtle, with the very "i 


Motto. 

Immediately after the ſaid King had eſtabliſhed 
this Order he died in 1542, which put an End to the 
Deſign, for it being in the religious Times of Refor- 
matſon, it was though: impious to make fo free with 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles ; nor was it any more heard of 


till King James II. of England renewed it, by making 


eight Knights on 29 of May 1687, from which Time 
the Beginning of this Order is more truly to be dated: 
But the Revolution intervening, no more Knights 
were added till Dec. 1703, when Queen Ann made the 
Number Twelve, according to the firft Plan, adding 


alſo ſome new Rules to the Order. 


In 1714 King George I. was pleaſed to confirm the 
Statutes of Queen Ann, with the Addition of ſeveral 
more, particularly that of making Rays of Glory to 
ſurround the Figure of St. Andrew, which hangs at 
the Collar; — as Elections and Inſtallments were 
both wanting, his Majeſty ordered that Chapters of

The Enſigus are the Image of St. Andrew in a purple 
Robe, irradiated as before obſerved, and veſied in 
Cloth of Gold, with the white Croſs of Martyrdom 
on his Breaſt; and is pendent to the Collar of the ſaid 
Order as worn by the Knights on their Feaſt Day, be- 
ing the 30 of November, and other great Occaſions. 
The Collar is made of Gold, with Thiſtles and 
Sprigs of Rue linked together, inamelled Green, be- 
ing the two antient Symbols of the Scots and Picts; 
the one not to handled without being hurt, and the 
other being an Antidote againſt Infection: Hence the 
Motto, Nemo me impune lacefht. | 
The common Badges worn by the Knights are, a 
Croſs ſurmounted by a Star of four Silver Points, 
and over them a green Circle bordered and lettered 
with Gold, containing the Motto; and in the Centre 
is a Thiſtle proper, the whole being imbroidered on 
the left Breaſt, and with the Collar always worn with 
the other Ronen, which is a green Riband ſpread 
over the left Shoulder, and brought under the right 
Arm, pending to which is the foreſaid Image of St. 
Andrew within an Oval of Gold inamelled Green 
with the ſame Motto; but ſometimes they wear a 
Thiſtle crowned, incircled after the ſame Manner. 
King 8 appointed the Knights to wear the 
Image of St. Andrew upon a Blue Riband; which 


continued ſo till Queen Ann changed it for that of 


Green, as tis now worn,

The Crown, Sceptre and Sword were 
brought from the Caſtle of Edinburgh 
ro the Palace, in 2 Coach carried by three Earls bare- 
headed, and attended by a Guard till they came to the 
King, or his Commiſſioner; and as the Regalia paſſed 
along the People were obliged to uncover. 

When the King, or Lord Commiſſioner, was ready, 
the Members of Parliament mounted their Horſes with 
rich Footcloths and Frappings, in the Great Court 
before the Palace z the Burgeſſes two and two, being 
each allowed a Lackey; two Trumpets and two Pur- 
ſuivants, iu their Coats bareheaded uſhering the Way

and followed by four Doorkeepers of the Courts of 
Juſtice on Horſeback. Next came the Commiſſioners 
or Knights of Shires, two by two, each having two 
Pages, the ſaid Commiſſioners and the Burgeſſes bein 
allowed to wear Cloaks: Then came ſuch Officers 0 
Stare as were not Noblemen, and two Doorkeepers of 
the Council brought up the Rear. 

Next to them rode the Lords two and two in their 
Robes, according to their ſeveral Degrees; then came 
four Trumpeters bareheaded two and two; four bur 

_ ſuivants in their Coats two and two; fix Heralds in the 
ſame Manner; then the Gentleman Uſher bareheaded; 
next Lyon King of Arms bareheaded, in his proper 
Habit, and Footmantle with his Batoon in his Hand: 
Then came the Sword of State, the Sceptre and the 
Crown, carried by three of the antient Nobility bare- 
headed. On each Side the Regalia were three Mace- 
bearers bareheaded ; after them came a Nobleman 

bareheaded, with a Purſe containing the Warrant of 

the Lord Commiſſioner : Laſt of all came the Lord. 
Commillioner himſelf, with the Dukes on bis Right, 
and the Marquiſſes on his Left. When the King was 
preſent, the Maſter of the Horſe rode near, but a little 
aſide» Each Duke had eight Lackeys, a Marquis fix, 
an Earl four, each Vicount and Lord three; and eyery 
Nobleman had a Gentlemaa to hold up his Train, 

In the Time of Epiſcopacy the two Archbiſhops 
were allowed the Equipage of Dukes, and the other 
Fiſhops that of Lords. When the King was preſent, 
the Marquiſſes rode after the Earls, the Dukes after the 
Marquiſſes; then the Lord Chancellor immediately be- 
fore the King, bearing the Great Seal. The Lackeys 
had over their Liveries ſhort Velvet Coats imbroidered 
with their Badges, Creſts and Mottos. 

The Great Officers of State being robed, rode up 
from the Palace about Half an Hour before the Ca- 
valcade, attended by their Friends on Horſeback, and 
waited in the Parliament Houſe. 

When the High Commiſſioner entred, the Lord 
Chancellor took his own Purſe, and uſhered him from 
the Bar to the Throne. When the King was pre- 
ſent, the Lord Chancellor received his Majeſty at 
the Door of the Parliament Houſe, and uſhered 
him up to the Throne. All the Members of Parlia- 
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Riding ef the Parliament, 
ment waited on the King, or Commiſſioner, in the 
Great Hall; che Noblemen in their Scarlet Robes, 
faced with Ermin according to their Degree, the 
Guards following, and the Streets being lined with the 
Trained Bands. The Throne was raiſed fix Steps with 
2 Canopy of State over it; on the firſt Step ſat the 
Lord Chancellor, with other Great Officers on each 
Side ; on the next Step ſat the Judges; on ths Right 
Hand of the Throne were two Rows o Benches, upon 
:which the Archbiſhops and Biſhops formerly ſat: In 
the Middle cf the Floor were two Tables, one for the 
Regalia ; and near it in two great Chairs ſar the Lord 
High Conſtable and the Earl Marſhal; at the other 
Table ſat the Lord Clerk Regiſter, with his Deputies 
the Clerks of Parliament; the Commillioners for 
Shires ſat upon Forms on the Right Side, and the Com- 
miſſioners for Burghs on the Left. If the King was 
preſent he ſpoke to them in his Robes, with the Crown 
upon his Head, all the Members ſtanding uncovered ; 
but the Commiſſioner appeared only in a common 
wearing Suit, and ſpoke uncovered. | 

The Members returned in the ſame Order, only the 
Conſtable and Marſhal rode on the Commiſſioner's 
Right and Left Hand, with Caps of Permiſſion. 

The Lord Chancellor and Lord Privy Seal ſtaid be- 
hind till all withdrew, and then returned in the ſame 
State to the Palace, as they came to the Parliament 
Houſe : The ſame Ceremonial of Riding was obſeryed 
alſo on the laſt Day of the Parliament.

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The Election for Burgeſſes is thus: Each of the 
Burows is to chuſe a Commiſfioner in the ſame Manner 
as formerly, excel Edinburgh, which is allowed one 
Member for itſelf; and the Commiſſioners ſo elected 
are to meet at the preſiding Burgh, and ele& one 
Member for each oe the ſaid fourteen Diſtricts: If 
the Commiſſioners Votes are equal, the Prefident is 
to have a caſting Vote, beſide his Vote for the 1 
from which he is ſent. Ihe Commiſſioner from the 
eldeſt Burgh is to preſide in the firſt Meeting, and the 
Commiſſioners from the other Burghs in their reſpec- 
tive Diſtricts to preſide afterwards by Turn, in the 
ſame Order as the Burghs are called oyer in the Par- 
liament Rolls of Scotland. And in Caſe any of the 
ſaid fifteen Commiſſioners die, or become otherwiſe 
incapable, then the Town of Edinburgh, or the 
Diſtrict which choſe the ſaid Member, thall ele& ano- 
ther in his Place.

And for eleQing the Scots Lords and Commons it 
was enacted, That when her Majeſty, her Heirs and 
Succeflors, ſhall be pleaſed to ſummon the firſt or any 
ſubſequent Parliament of Great Britain, and when for 
that Effect a Writ under the Great Seal ſhall be di- 
rected to the Privy Council of Scotland, that till the 
Parliament make farther Proviſion in the Matter, the 
faid Wri:z ſhall contain an Order for the Council to 
iſſue out a Proclamation requiring the Peers of Scot- 
land to meet at a certain Time and Place to ele& che 
ſaid Sixteen Peers; and requiring the Lord Regiſter, 
or two Clerks of Seffion, to attend all ſuch Meerings, 
adminiſter the Oaths, and take the Votes; and having 
made up the Liſts in Preſence of the Meeting, ro re- 
turn the Names of the ſixteen elected Peers to the Clerx 
of the Council of Scorland, certified under the Hand 
of the Lord Regiſter, or Clerks of Seſſion attending. 
And in like Manner requiring the Freeholders in the 
reſpe&ive Counties to convene at the principal Burgh 
or County Town, to elect their thirty Commiſſioners z 
and ordaining the Clerks, immediately after, to rear 
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the Names of the Perſons elected to the Clerks of the 
Privy Council. And laſtly, ordains Edinburgh to 
elect their Commiſſioner, and the other Burows as 
aforeſaid, fiſteen in all: The common Clerk of each
